Gf ſeems, among the Crowd of Admirers'who d- 
tended and applauded Chriſt at thrs time, there were 
ſome who envied bim, and hared him, and who 
ſhould theſe be but the Hypocrirical Phariſees 2 Thole 
who made great Pretences to SanRity, and Zral for 
the Temple, but placed the chief of their Religion 
in external Ceremonies and Obſervances, and made 
this a Cloak for Maliciouſneſs.

1. Then let us take Notice of what they ſaid ts our 
Bled Saviour; and we read they ſaid to him, 
Miſter, rebuke thy Diſciple.— And this 1 called 
an Envious and Hypocritical Speech and Beha - 
viour. * 

It was Envious; for they envy'd Chriſt that Ho- 
nour which was done to him by the Multitude. 
Theſe Phariſees with the Scribes, were the moſt im- 
placable Enemies of Chriſt, as appears from man 
Parts of our Sayiour's Hiſtory. They did all 
could to hinder the Efficacy of bis Preaching 
Miracles, and endeavour'd to prejudice the People a+ 
gainſt him. And no doubt it was a Vexation to 
them to ſee him at this time thus honour'd ; and 
their enraged Minds were filled with En; they 
would have had Chriſt to have rebated his Diſciples, 
and *tis the Temper of ſuch to do all they can to 
hinder the Diſciples of Chriftfrom panting and wor- 
ſhipping of bim. St. Paal, before his Converſion, 
was a Phariſes, and as he ſaith himſelf, be did many 
Things againſt Jeſus, and ſhat up the Saints in Priſon, 
and gave Conſent to their Death, and compelled ſome to 
blaſpheme, and "was exceedingly mad againſt them, 
Acts 26. 9, 10, 11.1 | 
And then their Speech and Behaviour was evi- 
dently Hypocritical alſo: "Twas Hhpoeriſy in them 
to call bim Maſter; and yet fo they did, ben 
they would hardly call themſelves Diſciples, at leaſt 
would not do as his Diſciples did, and ozgbt to do; 
but would have them blamedand rebuk If we 
call Chriſt Lord and Maſter, we ſay well, for ſo he 
is, provided we ſpeak as We mean, and do as he ſaith. 
But tis vile Hypocriſy to call him Mafter, and not 
garry it as becomes his Servants and Diſciples. - Nor

But their Hypocriſy lay yet more deep, tho' it ma 
be eaſily diſcerned 5 for they . ſeem be — — 
it was not fit his Diſciples ſhould uſe ſuch Acclama- 
tions, becauſe it might look like Oſtentation in him, 
who profeſs'd himſelf the great Example of Humili- 
ty, to admit of it, or that it might be dangerous, and 
ive Umbrage to their Superiors, and afford them a 
andle againſt him. If either of theſe things were 
the ſpecious Pretences of this Deſire, that our Lord 
would rebuke his Diſciples, it was evidently Hypogri- 


tieal;for as much as tho they might pretend to have a 


Value for Humility, they were evidently proud in 
their v ain Conceits of themſelves, and deſpiſing others ; 
in aſſecting uppermoſt Seats in Civil or Religious 
Societies, and doing outward Actions of Religion 
or Devotion, with great Oſtentation, that they 
might be ſeen of Men; and ſo far were they from 
loving Chriſt, and therefore from fearing a Handle 
might be given to his Enemies which they might im- 
ove to his Diſadvantage, that they themſelves, as 
th been noted, were ſome of the moſt implacable 
Enemies he had. Let us look to our ſelves. How 
may Hypocritical Ends and Action, be colour'd 
over with fair Shews and Pretences? And how often 
may things that look well proceed from baſe. Princi- 

ples ? Let us now conſider, W. a 
2. The Anſwer that our Saviour gave to theſe Phari- 
ſees, and what they ſaid, in theſe Words; I tell you, if 
theſe ſhould hold their peace, the Stones would imme- 
diately cry out. Thus he rebuked them, inſtead of re- 
buking his Diſciples, and let us obſerve how mild 
and how jſt his Rebuke to them was. 01k 
His Rebuke was mild; I tell you, or ſay unto you, 
if theſe ſhould hold their peace: He might have rebu- 
ked them with Thunder; he might have rebuked 
them with Diſdain and Anger. But we find no 
Menaces, no Puniſhments ;, thus came the King of 
Zion, meek and lowly in his Temper, when ſurroun- 
ded. with the Acclamations of his Diſciples. They

juſt it was, that his Diſciples ſhould do as they did;

His Rebuke to theſe Phariſees was very juft. 
There was the hig heſt Reaſon for the Diſciples doing 
what they did; for Chriſt deſerved as his due, all the 
Honour they paid him, and infinitely more, and 
God then excited them to do as they did, and this 
was neceſſary to fulfil a Prophecy concerning himz 
That jeruſalem ſhould rejoyce greatly, and Zion ſhont, 
when their King ſhould come thus lowly riding upon an 
Als, and a Colt the Fole of an Aſt. And if they who 
were preſent had failed in giving Praiſe and Ho- 
nour to him; rather than he ſhould not be praiſed, 
the very Stones ſhould cry ont; which was a proverbial 
Speech, like that pon the Baptiſt uſed, when he ſaid, 
hat God is able of Stones to raiſe. up Children unto A- 
brabam. Some think in that Phraſe of John the 
Baptiſt, and this of qr Saviour, Reference is had 
to the Opinion ot the Few! concerning the Gentiles, 
that they were a ſtupid and inſenſible People, like 
Stones, and brutiſh People. And ſo the meaning of our 
Saviour to be this, That if the Inhabitants of Judea, 
would not praiſe him, he would bave a People to praiſe 
bim from among the Gentiles. Perhaps the meaning 
is no more than this, That if Chrif's Followers had held 
their Peace, he could and would have found a yet more 
unlikely way for the proclaiming his Glory. Tho' as 
one obſerveth in this place, In effect this was litteral- 
ly fulflPd, When apon Mens reviling Chriſt «pon the 
roſs, inſtead of praiſing him, and his own Diſciples 
ſinking into profound Silence, the Earth did quake, and 
the Rocks rent. 
(2) Let us conſider this remarkable Particular, 
at our Saviour wept over Jeruſalem, and lament- 
ed their preſent Sin and Miſery, and their future Ruin 
and Deſtraction.

alſo diſcern the greateſt Tenderneſs of the Soul, 
ſuch as is worthy of the moſt noble and generous

were given gver of God, the things of their Peace 
were hid, and that for ver. No more Offers of Grace 
were made to them, no more Workings of the. Spirit 
ypon them. And thus it is with many particular 
erſons. It is certain, that with ſome, tbeit Day - 
of Grace, the time of their Viſitation, doth. not la 
ſo long as, Life laſts, Indeed we commonly ſay, 
whilſt there is Life there is Hope, and this is «ſmelly 
true, but not almays ; ſome have ſinned ſo greatly, 
and per ſiſted therein fo obftinately, that God in righ- 
teous Judgment giveth them over, and will not fut- 


ter his Spirit to ſtrive with them any longer. And 


this is the ſoreſt Judgment and greateſt Miſery an 
this ſide Hell. For God to ſay ſuch and ſuch were 
joined to their Idols, wedded to their Luſts ; let them 
alone, they are filthy, let them be filthy fill. It may 
be the Means of Grace ſhall be taken from them, or 
they be xemoy'd from theſe, or elſe they ſhall be left 
to mere aut mard Ordinances, and find themfelves no 
ways affected thereby. _ — vi. OR 
his was the preſent Miſery, as well as the Sin of 
the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem. And who can think 
on this without Concern, efpecially when we con- 


ſidler what an Aggravation of this Miſery it will be, 


when Men perceive themſelves to be the Cauſe of it; 
and how great heir. Folly was, to neglect the fair 
N and Advantages that were afforded, 
when they ſhall ind them loft and gone for ever- 

2, Another Reaſon of our Saviour's weeping at 
this time, was the Conſideration of the future Ruin

This Chriſt foreſaw, and this he foretald; hear, bis

It is a Sign that thoſe Perſons are deſtin d and 
mark d out for Ruin, who are leſt of God to their 
Hardneſs and impenitent Hearts: Thoſe that bei 


periſh without Remedy. The Ruin of the Fews 
and their City was certain and inevit able, when 
Chriſt ſpake theſe Words, and ſhed thoſe Tears, and 
2 Event did anſwer what Chriſt had ſaid. Ob-

ing. Ibis is hinted to us in the Words of Chrift:

3. The Canſe of this their Deftrattion is mention d to 
be of themſelves ; cas becaule they knew not the Day 
of their Viſuation. Their Ruin therefore was owing

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to themſelves : O Iſrael, h haſt deſtroyed thy elf; 


Sinners have none to blame but themſelves, if 


they are wiſe, wile to hear Inſtruction,” wiſe to 


improve the time of their Viſitation, %% ſhall be 


wiſe for themſelves, they ſhall have the Pleaſure of it, 
the Comfort of it, the Advantage of it; but if they 
are Deſpiſers and Scorners, or will not know and 
improve the Day of their Viſitation, rhey alone ſhall 
bear it. They ſhall bear the Blame, bear the'Shame, 
bear the Puniſhment that is due. God will be clear, 
and will be juſtified, every Mouth ſhall be Rlopped,

Sinners Blood is upon their owp Heads. They had 


fair Warning, they had-many*Helps in the Day of 
their Viſitation, but theſe were deſpiſed, and diſ- 
regarded, and therefore their Ruin is owing to them- 
ſelves. But what we ſhall conſider yet more parti - 
cularly is, i e 

4. How dreadfal and terrible their Ruin and De- 
Rtruttion nas. Wrath came upon the Jews to the utter- 
maſt; they were unchurched, and they were unpeo- 
pled, They were anchurched, this indeed is not par- 
ticularly mention'd here, but is included in what is 
{poken of the Deſtruction of their City, for the 
Temple was defiroy'd as well as the City; and we 
know that thoſe natural Branches were cut off becauſe 
of their Unbelief ; and this our Saviour had threaten'd 
them with, that he would take the Kingdom from 
them, and let out bis Vineyard to other Husbandmen. © 

And *tis a much ene Miſery to be ancharched, 
than to be anpeopled, to have the true Wor ſhip of God 
taken away, than to have ou:zward Privileges re- 
moy'd. But that which is more particularly men- 
tian'd here is,. cf 

That the Jewi/þ Nation ſhould be unpeopled. Th 
ſhould be no longer a Nation or People, but their 
Metropolis ſhould be deftroy'd, and Multitudes of the 
Inhabitants be deſtroy d, and the reſt ſhould be Wan- 
derers on the Earth; and ſo we find it was and is to 
this Day. The Deſtruction and Ruin that our Savi- 
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d afterwards by the Rowans, under Titus Veſpds 
an Sor, of which Hiſtory gives us a large 
Account; and it was ſuch a' Calamity and De- 
ſtruction as never was before, nor will be again, till 
the End of all things. Our Saviour here predicts in 
paricular the Deſtruction of Feraſalem, and of the 
ahabitants thereof. 4 | 
1. He predict. the Deſtr action of the City of Jerula- 
lem; and faith, the Enemy ſhould. beſiege it, and 
ſhould; ſack it, or lay it low with the Ground, ant 
not leave one Stone upon another; and ſo it hap- 
pen d: The Romans did beſiege it, and as Jeſephus 
relates, Tita run up a Wall in a very ſhort time 
which ſurroùnded the City, and cut oft all Hopes of 
Relief or Eſcape ; and afterwards he ſacked it, and 
laid it low with the Ground, ordering his Soldiers to 
dig up the City, and lay all waſte. T 
2. Our Saviour preditts the Deſtruttion of the Inha- 
bitan;s of the City, her Children within her. And 
when Jeruſalem was beſieged, Multitudes of the Jews 
out of the Country, as well as thoſe who reſided in 
the City, were there, and were deſtroy d. Foſephus 
SIVes.us almoſt an incredible Account of many hun- 
& dred thouſands of Jen: that then periſhed by their 
& own Swords, and the Swords of their Enemies, du- 
ring the Siege of Jeruſalem, and when it was taken 
ſack d by the Romans. APY 15 
And yet as dreadful as this Deſolation and Des 
ſtruction is, it is nothing ſo terrible as that of the 
ungodly World will be at laſt, when the Lord Jeſus 
ſhall be revealed from Heaven, in flaming Fire to tale 
Vengeance on them that know not God, and obey not hit 
Goſpel ;, who ſhall be puniſh d with everlaſting Deſtru- 
ction, from the Preſence of the Lord, and the Glory of 


his Power. 


IV. I am yet to conſider what were the Conſe- 
quences. of this Proceſſion of our Saviour into Jeruſalem. 
And here I ſhall only mention what ſeems to have 
an immediate Relation thereto, and are as it _

ved; ſaying, Who is this * And the Multitude ſaid, 
this i Jeſus the Prophet of Nazareth of Galilee. © - 
In the general obſerve, there was a mighty Stir 
and Commotion among the Inhabitants upon this 
Occaſion; the People were generally much affected 
at the Novelty of this Occurrence: It is Biſhop 
Halls Meditation upon this Commotion among the 
People, That the Silence/and Obſcacity of Chrift 
4 never trotibles'the World. He may be an Un- 
% dexling without any Stir ; but if he do but put 
forth bimſelſ never ſo little to beat the leaſt Sa 
„among Men, now their Blood is up, th who 
« City is moved: Neithet is it otherwiſe in the pri- 
“ vate Oeconomy of the Soul; O Saviour, whitft 
thou doſt as it were hide thy ſolf, and lie ſtill in 
the Heart, and takeſt all Terms contentedly from 
4 us, we entertain thee with no other than a friend - 
4% I} Wellcome, But when thou once beginrieft to 
xuſtle with our Corruptions, and to exerciſe” thy 
Spiritual Power in the Subjugation of our vile 
4 HAffections, then all is in a fecret Uproat, all the 
Angles of the Heart are moved — 0 
But to conſider this Matter more particularly, 
(I.) We find ſome in the City 4d this Oueftion; 
Who is this? Perhaps the Queſtion was asked at the 
firſt Account they heard of the Multitude coming in; 
for it is not likely that our Saviour ſhould be un- 
known to the Citizens of Jeruſalem, among whom 
he had preached, and converſed publickly fo long 
1 . a 
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and ſo often, and had done fo many mighty Works. 
Others think, this 1 was asked in Contempt 
h 


and Ridicale, Who is this ? that comes in ſo wean and 
ſtrange a manner, the like to which they had never 
ſeen before. They pretend Jonorance to expreſs 
their Contempt and Ridiculs the better. It is fad to 
be ignorant of Chriſt, but much worſe to dpi and 
contemn bim. If we are ignorant, but inquiſitive af 
ter Knowledge, we ma for good Information 
to out Comfort. But if we Ber who Chriſt is, and 
yet contemptuouſly ask who he is, we may expect an 
Anſwer that will confound us. However, we may 
note, that the moſt Part of the World are really ig- 
norant of Chriſt, and therefore they deſpiſe him, or 
at leaſt neglect him and his Grace. I remember our

thou kneweft the Gift of God, and who it is that ſaith 
unto thee, Give me todrink, thou wouldeſt hav? acked of 
bim, and be wonld have given thee living Water. And 
no ſooner did he diſcover himſelf to be a Prophet, 
and to be the Meſſias, but the Woman left her Water 
pot, and ment into the City, and faith unto the Men, 
Come, ſet a Man that told me all things which ever I did, 
I not this the Chriſt 2 
(2.) We hear the Anſwer of the Multitnde to this 
ez — ſaid, This is Jeſus the Prophet of 
azateth of Galilee, Saith Biſhop Hall, on this 
Particular, * The attending Diſciples could not be

But let us conſider, the Anſwer 
the Diſciples gave; they ſaid, 7: was Jeſus. rhe Pro- 
phet of Nazareth of Galilee ; in which Anſwer there 
was ſomething very good and true, and alſo ſome- 
thing of Miſtake and Error. Thus 1mperfect is our 
Knowledge and the Acknowledgment we make of 
Chriſt, Thus 1mperfc& in many Degrees are our 
Attainments here below , much of Error, and more 
of Ignoranceis to be obſerv'd in the beſt, that ſhould 
t us upon diligent Endeavours, and make us to 
ee the Need we have of Mercy, and to admire the 
Divine Goodneſs that accepts our imperfeët Ser- 
vices. 

(1.] I ſay there was ſomething very good and true 
in the Anfwer the Diſciples gave to the Queſtion 
that was asked. For he was Jeſus the Prophet. It 
was Jeſus who was coming, that was his Name, 
and with good Reaſon that Name was given him; 
for he had Salvation, and then he was a Prophet, as 
they own'd. him to be, yea more than a Prophet. 

He was a Prophet, ſo be had often prov'd himſelf 
to be, and ſo the People nnd him to be; he was 
that great Prophet which was to come into the World, 
The Prophet that Moſes ſpake of, when he ſaid, as 
we read, Dent. 18. 15. The Lord thy God will raiſe up 
to thee a Prophet from the Midſt of thee, of thy Bre- 
thren, like unto me, unto him [hall ye hearken. He 
was the Prophet that doſes and all the Prophets 
ipake of, when they foretold the Coming of this iu 
one. And as he was a Prophet, the Prophet, ſo he 
was more.than a Prophet. Our Saviour ſaid of John 
the Baptiſt, Mat. 1 1. 9. That be was a Prophet, and 
more than @ Prophet. And yet he was but the Fore- 
runner ot this great Propbet. John was more than a 
Prophet, that is, ſuperior to the other Prophets; and 
yet, as John did juſtly acknowledge, he was much 
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inferior to this Great Prophet. Chriſt was wore than 
a Prophet, as being a Pri:ft anda King, as well as a 
Prophet, which no. other Prophet ever was. He was 
more than a Prophet, for he was indeed the Lord God 
of the Holy Prophets, 'T was the Spirit of Feſus that 
pake in the Prophets-of old, and teſtiſted before hand 
of the Coming of Chriſt, and of bis Sufferings, and 
rhe Glory that ſhould follow, 1 Pet. 1. 11. This was 
very good and true, that he who was coming was Fe- 
ſus the Prophet. But, _ * 
" [2:7] It was a Miſtale, an Error, that he was of 
Narareth of Galilee 7, for he was of Bethlehem, there 
he was borh, and that ſhew'd his Tribe, and was 
one Proof of his wer . Mc:ſſiah, according to the 
Prophecies that were before of him, particularly that 
of the Prophet Micah, Chap. 5. 2. Thou Bethlehem 
Ephratah, .:hough thou be little among the Thouſands of 
Judah, vet ont of thee ſhall he come forth unto me, that 
14 to he Ruler in Iſtael; whoſe Goings forth Li tee 
old, from everlaſting. And the Chief Prieſts an 
Scribes nom led this to be a Prophecy of the 
M:ſſias, and did point ont the Place of his Birth, as 
we find by their Anſwer to Herod's Queſtion, Where 
Chrift ſhould be born? Matt.. © 
It 'was a ug Error that Chriſt was of Naza- 
reth, becauſe he dwelt for ſome time in that City, 
and preached there; and withal it was ſaid of him, 
by bis Enerfiies in a Way of Reproach, that he way 
of Nazarith. Perhaps the Devils, who we find, 
Mart 1. 24. call'd tym” Jeſus of Nazareth, did pro- 
mote this Error, the better to prejudice the People 
againſt him, who had a Notion, that Vs good thing 
cometh out of Nazareth, John. 1. 46. Northat a Pro- 
Phet did ariſe ont of Gahlee, John 7. 52. His Enemies 
therefore call d him Jeſus of Nazareth, and a Gali- 
lean. And it ſeems his Friends alſo fell into this 
Notion ; yea, at laſt, it became ſo common, that 
he was called by this Name as much or more than 
any other. And we may make theſe Remarks, That 
it is an uſual thing for good * to be „ 
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1 
with common Error and Miſtakes. And thoſo who 
are willing to honour Chriſt may fall into ſome Mi- 
takes, which if they were better inform'd they would 


not approve of; and when this is the Caſe, God 


will graciouſly accept of ſincere Intentions, and ho- 
neſt Endeavours, aud overlook theſe Errors and Mi- 
ſtakes. | | 5 

And further let me obſerve, that tis a common 
Artifice of Satan, and the Enemies of Chrift and his 

People, to prejudice People againſt Chxiſt and his In- 
tereft, by giving wrong Names to Things and Per- 
ſons. Thus Chriſtianity; at firſt, was call'd a Sect, 
and a Hereſy, and the worſt Names given to the Pro- 
feſſors of it. Thus the Papiſts call Proteſtants Here 
ticks and Schiſmaticks. Tbeſe things ſetve only to 
fill the Minds of ignorant and common People with 
Prejudice. gs F 

or again let me obſerve, that Names may 
be uſed as Terms of Reproach. As by Cuſtom wrong 
Names may be given to Perſons and Things, with- 
out any ill Meaning, or any Harm. 

There 1s yet one Particular more to be taken No- 
tice of under this Head of Chriſt's Entertainment in 
the City, which is taken Notice of by the Evange- 
lik Jahn, Chap. 12. 19. The Phariſees ſaid 2775 
themſelves, Perceive ye hon ye prevail notbing? Be 
the Warld is gone after him. a 

Theſe Phariſees we obſerved before, would have 
bad Chriſt to have rebated his ' Diſesples ; ſo much 
were they vexed and filled with Indignation at the 
Honour done to hin: and being ſilenced by our Sa- 
viour, now they rage and fret, and mut mur a- 


mog themſelves. And that which enraged them 


was, to think, as bere they are forced toown.

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„In the Temple he exerciſeth his Authority as 4 
. for his Kingdom is Spiritual. Our Saviour 
had done the like before, at his Entrance upon his 
publick Miniſtry, the very firſt time he came into 
Jeruſalem, "after he ſhewed himſelf openly to the Peo- 
ple, and manifeſted his Glory; as we find related, 
John 2. 14. C ſeg. It ſeems there was a Neceſlity 
for doing this again, which therefore he did now, 
this laſt time he came to Feruſalem, and when he 
was ſoon after to be crucified there. SETS 
When our Saviour purged the Temple of the 
Buyers and Sellers, and the Things they bought 
and {old the irt Time, the Evangeliſt John taketh 
particular Notice, that he made a Scourge of ſmall 
Cords, and drove them all out, and the Sheep and Ox- 
en. It is Mr. Henry's Note on that Place, that Ze 
never uſed Force to drive any into the Temple, but 
only to drive thoſe out of it who. prophaned it. Nay, 
that our Lord did not at this time make a Scourge to 
chaſtiſe the Offenders, his Puniſhments are of another 
Nature; hut only to drive out the Cattle, he aimed no 
farther than at Reformation. But neither of the E- 
vangeliſts, Matthew nor Mark, Who give us. the 


= Relation of his driving the Buyers and Sellers out of 


the Temple this {aft time, make mention of any ex- 
W& ternal or coercive Met hads at all, that he now uſed ; 
he did what was done by Virtue of his Power over 
the Spirits of Men; on 9 this is juſtly 
elteemed one of his greateft Miracles, eſpecially. if we 
conſider how-theſe Perſons got their Living by this 
their Craft; and were not only connivd at, but 
probably were encoutaged by the Chief Prieſts 
and Rulers, Who ſhared in their unrighteous and 
wicked Gain, either by taking Rents for their Stalls 
and Shops, or by inſpecting whether the Sheep and 
Oxen they ſold; were clean, or the like. There is a

The Love of Money, and have been 
manag'd by ſuch who make Gain their Godliniſs, 
and make the greateſt Cry for the Church, as the 
Epheſians did for the Temple of Diana, becauſe there · 
by they gor their Living.
